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Raising Tobacco 


TEMPLE, OKLA.—A few 
weeks ago I received a _ letter 
from one of the Eastern States 
stating that the people back 
there had to raise tobacco in 
order to pay their taxes, they 
were so high, and they said that 
some of the holiness people 
were raising it, 

It set me to thinking and I 
said I wish I could preach a ser- 
mon on raising tobacco. If I 
felt that the Lord could not sup- 
ply my needs without raising 
tobacco, I believe I would use 
all I could and encourage every 
one else to use It, so it would 
increase the demand and raise 
the price. It seems absurd to 
think of anyone raising tobacco 
and advising people not to use 
it. 

God’s children can’t afford to 
raise tobacco (or have it raised 
on their place) any more than 
they can afford to use it. I say 
if there are any of God’s chil- 
dren raising tobacco, they are 
walking over their conscience 
to do it, and I will say further 
that selling it after the other 
fellow has raised it is just as 
bad, 

Let’s just imagine a father 
and his little son in the field, 
father would say, “Son you 
must never use tobacco, it is 
a filthy habit and boys that use 
it are not generally as bright 
as those who do not, and they 
can’t learn as well, and it often 
brings on sickness and disease 
and sometimes death.” Then 
the son will say, “Well, father 
what is it good for and why are 
you raising it?” What could the 
father say? Must he say “I am 
raising it for my neighbor’s 
boys?” I can’t think of any- 
thing for him to do only fall on 
his face and say, Oh, God have 
mercy on me. 

I tell you that it is time for 
God’s children to wake up and 
stand against these evils that 
are wrecking and ruining our 
boys and girls. We can’t haw 
any influence until we clean up 
ourselves. When I come to the 
judgement I don’t want Jesus 
to say to me, “Look yonder, you 
see those young men: they used 
some of the tobacco that you 
raised, and look yonder, you see 
that girl? She was once a beau- 
tiful girl, she learned to smoke 
cigarettes from the tobacco that 
you raised.” Keep in mind that 
selling it, runs right along in 
the same channel of raising it. 
The Bible says, “touch not, 
taste not, handle not.” You say, 
“Oh, well, they will get it any 
way.” That doesn’t make any 
difference, we are not respon- 
sible for what the other fellow 
does. We must keep our skirts 
clear, or we will stand con- 
demned at the judgment.

Where do you find these say- 
ings mentioned? 

Found in the 
People.” 

Ques. Where in the Bible do 
we find “He that saith he liveth 
and sinneth not is a liar and 
the truth is not in him”? 

Ans. 1 Jno. 1:8, says, “If we 
Say tnat we have no sin, we 
deceive ourselves, and the 
truth is not in us, Sin méntioned 
here is the inbred sin, which 
many deny having after being 
saved but while this is so they 
are saying they sin every day, 
but Paul in Rom. 6:16 says, 
Know ye not, that to whom ye 
yield yourselves servants to 
obey his servants ye are to 
whom ye obey; whether of sin 
unto death, or of obedience unto 
righteousness. 

We see as long as sin reigns 
in our bodies we have to obey 
it, so let us not say we have no 
sin but confess and get forgive- 
ness, quit deceiving ourselves; 
plunge into the fountain and get 
washed from our sin. 

Ques. Where does the Bible 
say, “Man is prone to sin as the 
sparks fly upward”? 

Ans. Job 5:7, says, Yet man 
is born unto trouble as the 
sparks fly upward. 

We find there is quite a lot 
of difference in the word sin 
and the word trouble. A man 
can be in trouble and yet not 
commit sin. Yet many commit 
sin when they get in trouble 
and many don’t wait till they 
get in trouble to sin. 

Ques. Where do you find in 
the Bible “EXvery tub must set 
on its own bottom”? 

Ans. The word tubis not 
mentioned in the Bible, yet we 
know if a tub sets at all it must 
set on its own bottom if it has 
any, but some tubs are like 
many people’s experience, have 
no bottom. 

Ques. Where does the Scrip- 
ture say: “Charity begins at 
home’? 

Ans. Yes many will say char- 
ity begins at home; especially 
when they hear some one ask- 
ing for a donation for some 
one’s needs, but this charity 
means love. And if you would 
ask some of the mothers you 
would find charity many miles 
from home. 

Ques. In what chapter and 
verse is found: “Cleanliness is 
next to holinesss’’? 

Ans, 1 Tim 5:22, says, “Keep 
thyself pure.” Psa. 24:3, 4, says, 
Who shall ascend into the hill of 
the Lord? 

Ans. “He that hath clean 
hands and a pure heart.” So I 
notice that cleanliness comes 
right along with holiness, yet 
many will say they are holy and 
have never been washed from 
their filthiness. 

Ques. Where do we find, 
“Spare the rod and spoil the 
child’’? 

Ans. Proy. 23:13, 14. With- 
hold not correction from the

child; for if thou beatest him 


with the rod, he shall not die. 
Thou shall beat him with the 
rod, and shalt deliver his soul 
from hell. 

Very few parents try to cor- 
rect the child; most children do 
the correcting and the parents 
do the minding. If special care 
was taken of son and daughter 
of today as in days gone by 
many trees would have died be- 
fore they became a sapling. 

Ques. Where do you find: 
“The time will come when you 
can’t tell summer from winter 
except by the budding of the 
trees and the falling of the 
leaves’’? 

Ans. Gen. 8:22, says, While 
the earth remaineth, seed time 
and harvest; and cold and heat 
and summer and winter and 
day and night shall. not cease. 
This is entirely different from 
the saying but if all sayings 
were true that is said the devil 
would go back to heaven be- 
‘cause he was once in grace and 
they say a little spark remains. 

Ques, Where do we find this? 
“Noah was one hundred and 
twenty years building the ark. 

The preachers need to learn 
one rule and this is it: Be sure 
a quotation is correct before 
quoting it in the pulpit. Many 
have said that Noah was 120 
years building the ark. He 
might have been but I can’t find 
it in my Bible altho yours may 
ead that way but I guess it 
is found in the Book known as 
ithe “Acts of the People.” 

Ques. In wht place in the 





Bible do you find, “A whistlin: | 


woman is an abomination in the 
sight of God?” 

Ans. Deut. 22:5. The woman 
shall not wear that which per- 
taineth unto a man, neither 
shall a man put on a woman’s 
garment: for all that do so are 
abomination unto the Lord thy 
God. Again in 1 Cor. 11:5 says, 
“But every woman that prayeth 
or prophesieth with her head 
uncovered, dishonoureth. her 
head: for that is even all one 
as if she were shaven.” Again 
the 15th verse-says, Butif a 
woman have long hair, it is a 
glory to her: for her hair is giv- 
en her for a covering. Whistling 
women are not mentioned as 
being an abomination but those 
who wear men’s clothing. Some 
women have dishonored their 
heads by cutting their hair; 
some of them never had but 
little glory and have less now. 

Ques. Does the Scripture say, 
“The nation will grow weaker 
and wiser’? 

Ans. As to the nations grow- 
ing weaker and wiser-I guess 
this saying would be hard to 
find in the Bible. I will say this 
that in some ways they are 
growing weaker. ‘One way in 
particular, that is_ spiritual, 
while they are growing wiser in 
many ways. 

Ques. Where in the Bible does 
it say, ““Woe unto the doctors?” 

Ans. In Matt. 23rd chapter. 
We find that a woe is pro- 
nounced upon the scribes, Phar- 
isees and hypocrites eight dif- 
ferent times, but not the doc- 
tors. Doctors, of the law are 
mentioned frequently in the 
Bible but having no reference 
whatever to a physician or sur- 
geon or a veterinarian. 

Ques. Does the Bible say; 
“One shall chase a_ thousand 
and two shall put ten thousand 
to flight’’? 

Ans. Deut. 32:30, says, How 
should one chase a thousand, 
and two put ten thousand to 
flight, except their Rock had 
sold them, and the Lord had 
shut them up? It would be ow- 
ing to who the two were after 
whether they would put them to 
flight or not, and again it would 
be owing to who the two were. 

Ques. Does the Bible say, The 
prayer of the wicked availeth 
nothing”? 

Ans. James, 5:16 says, “The 
effectual fervent prayer of a 
righteous man availeth much.” 
but the prayer of the wicked is 
not spoken of at this place but 
in Psa. 66:18, says, “If I regard 
iniquity in my heart, the Lord 
will not hear me? 

Ques. Did Jesus say Judas had 
a devil from the beginning? 

Ans. Jno. 13:27, tells us that, 
“After the sop Satan entered 
into him.” and this will not 
correspond with this saying at 
all for if he had already been in 
him he would have had to come 
out before he could have en- 
tered into him and I don’t read 
of the devil being cast out at 
any time and I am sure he did 
not come out on his own accord. 

Ques. Does Proverbs say, “A 
wise man changes his mind but 
a fool never does”? 

Ans. The fool and the wise 
man are mentioned many times 
in the Bible but not this way 
as this would be a mistake and 
we know the Bible doesn’t make 
mistakes “even if some people do 
think so. 

Ques. Does the Bible say “God 
will not look upon sin with the 
least degree of allowance”? 

Ans. I am sure that many 
people would be glad if He 
would not look on their sins 
with or without allowance, es- 
pecially at the judgment bar of 
God where. all are to give an ac- 
count, but it will be thus saith 
the Lord. 

Ques. Did the Lord teach His 
disciples to say; thy will be done 
on earth as it is in heaven? 

Ans. Many D. D’s, have quot- 
ed this wrong and have tried to 
change its meaning but Jesus 
said in earth not on earth, thus 
meaning our bodies, as_ the 
earth and His will our sancti- 
fication. 

Ques. Does the Bible say, 
“Once in grace always in 
grace”? 

Ans. Luke 10:18 says, “I be- 
held Satan as lightning fall 
from heaven.” So we see he did 
not stay in grace neither will 
we unless we keep grace _ to 
overcome, 

Ques. Did Paul say, “Let 
your women keep silent in the 
church for it is a shame for a 
woman to speak in public’. 


Ans. 1 Cor. 14:34, 35, says 


Let your women keep silence in 
the churches; for it is not per- 
mitted unto them to speak. | 
* * * For it is a shame for v 
men to speak in the church. 
Paul here has reference to the 
business meetings of the church 
which are controlled by men. 
Our women keep silent in the 
Assembly, conferences, but they 
sing, pray, testify, preach and 
have all the liberty they want 
in worshipping God. 

Ques. Where does_ the Bible 
say, “Herbs were made for the | 
healing of diseases?” 

Ans, Gen. 1:30 tells us, “And 
to every beast of the earth, and 
to every fowl of the air and to 
every thing. that creepeth upon 
the earth, wherein there is life, 
I have given every green herb 
for meat: and it was so.” Not to 
heal their bodies. Ex. 15:26 
says, “I am the Lord that heal- 
eth thee.”’ Not the leaves of the 
trees. So let’s let the worms 
have their part; besides He tells 
us in Jer. 30:13: “Thou hast no 
healing medicines.”’ So no need 
to get the herbs. Trust God. 

Ques. Does the Bible say, 
Flesh and blood cannot enter 
the Kingdom of heaven? 

Ans. Ist Cor. 15.50 tells us 
this: “Now this I say, brethren, 
that flesh ané& blood cannot in- 
herit the Kingdom of God. In- 
herit and enter has a> different 
meaning all together. The word 
inherit means to. possess or to 
take by inheritance. The word 
enter means to go, or to come 
into, to join or engage in. We 
notice Kingdom of God does 
not mean Kingdom of heaven. 
Luke 17:21 says, “Behold, the 
Kingdom of God is within you.” 
So this Kingdom is in our hearts 
also among you, and flesh and 
blood doesn’t mean the flesh 
on our bones but it means the 
sinful nature that lives in our 
hearts, until killed out by the 
blood of Jesus which makes 
holy all who reecive it.
